It is ft peculiar circumstance that hard- 


ened and trained troops will go through a 
lone fight surrounded by all the horrors 
that are inseparable from war without 
flinching and with the utmost apparent 
callousness, and tbe same men will be 
•truck terrified by « single trifling inci- 
dent. 


Every war of any importance, particu- 


larly wars between civilized nations, is 
prolific in incidents of trivial character in 
themselves, but so unusual and unnatural 
that they appeal to the natural instinctive 
horror of men more suddenly and intense- 
ly than perhaps tbe maia terrors of days 
of carnage and surronndinj seas of suf- 
fering. Such an incident is the one, for 
example, which occurred at the battle of 
Worth, in the early days of the Franco- 
Prussian war. 
In the beat of the great battle a wing 


of the Prussian army was charged by the 
regiments of French cuirassiers in the 
hope of turning the wing and facilitating 
the falling back of the French infantry. 
But the cuirassiers were driven back by 
the unflinching Prussians. 
Again the 


cuirassiers charged, and again they were 
driven back by the withering fire of shot 
and shell. 


For a third time they came down again, 


and as tbe enemy waited for them to 
draw nearer a horrible, blood freezing ter- 
ror seized the Prussians, and for the mo- 
ment it looted as if they would turn and 
fly or be cut down without defending 
themselves. But in a moment they had 
pulled themselves together and beaten 
back for the third and last time the gal- 
lant cuirassiers. 


The sight that terrified the Prussians 


appears nothing very much in black and 
white. It was a .regiment of cuirassiers 
led at a dashing rate toward them by a 
headless officer sitting upright in his sad- 
dle and apparently encouragipg .on his 
men. 
It was no 'less a person that Fut- 


zutn de Lascavre- of the .Third regiment of 
cuirassiers, whose bead bad been carried 
completely off his' shoulders as the troop 
broke, into the third desperate charge by 
a cannon ball, which also took off an- 
other officer's hand and cut the bugler in 
two. 


It is remarkable and singular that at 


the battle of Forbach, which took place 
the same day as "Worth, a very similar 
incident occurred and did more to shake 
tbe nerves of the Germans than hours of 
roaring cannon and fighting had done. 


While a regiment of Prussian infantry 


were standing in reserve watching the 
fight as well as they could from their po- 
sition of shelter a charger belonging to a 
French dragoon regiment, one which was 
practically destroyed in the battle, gal- 
loped right into tbe midst of tbe men who 
rushed to arrest it and immediately fell 
back in alarm, for swinging to tbe bridle 
•was the whole left arm of the charger's 
rider, the fingers of the hand firmly 
grasping the reins. The arm appeared to 
have been severed a few inches below the 
shoulder and was certainly that of an offi- 
cer, but who the officer was has never 
been satisfactorily established. 


So moved were the hardened men of 


battle at the horrible sight that no one 
would touch the horse, and the animal 
was allowed to gallop off, to be killed a 
few minutes later in crossing before 
some Prussian guns. Thrilling as the in- 
cident was. many of the brave fellows 
who witnessed it declared that their first, 
almost irresistible, impulse was to throw 
down their arms and bolt. Yet it was 
with the help of just such men that Gen- 
eral von Goben routed the French that 
memorable day in August, 18TO. 


It is a well known fact that the finest 


and bravest troops the world can produce 
Lave no immunity from that strange and 
mysterious madness known to military 
history as "war panic." A heavy war, 
frequent sanguinary engagements, night 
marches and surprises sometimes play 
bavoc with soldiers' nervous systems and 
render them more like high spirited colts 
than rnea who have taken tbe field pre- 
pared to suffer immeasurable horrors and 
take death cheerfully. 
1 During the peninsular war two British 
regiments, tiie very pick of the army and 
seasoned veterans, were marching aloi;g 
in good order when a rumor ran down 
the lines that the enemy was at hand. 
The next moment the line of orderly sol 
diers was changed into an elongated mob 
of armed men throwing away arms, bag- 
gage and all they carried, running away 
in every direction, blind terror in their 
hearts, tkeir faces blanched and their 
ears deaf to the thundered commands of 
their' officers. 


For the moment they knew but one 


sentiment, one emotion, a sudden, pas- 
sionate, blind terror, and they fled with- 
out thinking whether they were running 
into the arms of the thing they dreaded 
or not. It was a terror that was mad- 
ness, and only its madness redeems it 
from- dishonor. If anything were neces- 
sary to demonstrate the unnaturalness of 
the panic^it would be done by the grand 
fact that" the moment it became known 
that tbe enemy was really at hnud the 
men instantly fell iu and showed the ut- 
most 'eagerness to attack. 
s Such "war panics" are mysteries. Even 
"tbe most experienced military officer can- 
not satisfactorily explain them. There is 
something so unnaturally — almost uncan- 
nily—unreasonable about 
them 
which 


eliminates any dishonor, aud it is partic- 
ularly remarkable that "war panics" have 
mostly occurred among regiments who&e 
ftf&rlcssuess nnd prowess have made the 
hearts of their .countrymen, bcave with 
pride.

spent every minute of his time, valuable 
as it wa=. working with chemical lire, 
molten substances and apparatus of di- 
vers kinds until linaily the object of his 
efforts w:i< finished, a small, hollow, clas- 
tic, colorless tube about fiv«- inches long, 
the cimipo-ition <>C which is not recorded, 
con?«M)u«-ntly not known. In 1- hours aft- 
er his task- was finished careful scrutiny 
of the injured limb revealed a slightly 
bluish tint, scarcely noticeable, on the 
end of the great toe. This was the signal 
for operation to tlie surgeon, and the 
stockmnn was immediately laken to the 
operating room, where in order to arrest 
oncoming gangrene he was subjected to 
au odd and experimental operation. 


After the patient was anaesthetized the 


wound was uncovered, carefully cleaned 
and the tissue carefully pushed and dis- 
sected away from the large artery, expos- 
ing about o'L> inches of bruised vessel 
ready to disintegrate. A clamp was plac- 
ed on the artery an inch above where 
normal sound tissue began. Then he cut 
the artery at the junction of the bruised 
iiud sound tissue, and, carefully drawing 
the mysterious tube from its aseptic hid- 
ing place, he slipped the cut. round end 
of the vessel into it about an iuth. being 
exceedingly careful while so doing to 
keep the hollow tube collapsed and emp- 
ty so as to avoid all danger produced by 
the entrance of air. 


Repeating the same process at Ihe low- 


er end of the artery, he inserted the tube 
into the end of the vessel about the same 
distance as the upper end lay in iho tube. 
Then gently releasing the lower clamp, 
he allowed the tube to fill with blood 
from the portion of the vessels below. 
Then the final test came when he gc-ntly 
and steadily moved the clamp above the- 
tube, thus establishing an unbroken chan- 
nel which would carry the blood to its 
normal distribution. 
A slight pouching 


of the tube at first caused some fear as 
to whether it were strong enough to stand 
the pressure of the heart wave of blood 
as the latter pulsated througli its uew 
channel. 
This latter defect was over- 


come, however, when the tube was laid iu 
the bed of the bruised exscctcd portion 
and the external support oC the muscles 
and, tissues gave it sufficient strength'to

stream. The wound was carefully closed, 
the parts set at rest aud results awaited. 
In 3U hours the blue tint had disappeared 
from the toe, and the color of the skin of 
the leg changed from a pale ni*y to n 
pink. 


Two months afterward the patient was 


attending his everyday duties as former- 
ly, suffering uo inconvenience whatever 
from his wound. Five years aftenvar 
the patient diod of acute pneumonia, anc 
a post mortem examination ot" the scut of 
the wound revealed a strong, firm plastic 
composition tube immediately in tho 
"situ" of the composition tube, the lattei 
having been absorbed by the blood, not 
however, before the lymphatics had so 
encysted it. just ns a bullet becomes en- 
cysted in the body after months of time, 
to the extent that when the tube was 
eaten away by the blood this fibrous coat 
answered the original plan of circulation.

Popular Science Monthly, October, lt>9<i, 
efcjjccially in arithmetical and musical 
ability, with a particular inclination to 
inmate in model*, drawings and pictures 
the objects which they hav« before tIK-HI. 


One- of the most curious, examples of 


this is "Blind Tom," a puro blooded ne- 
gro born in Georgia In 1810. 
Born blind 


he showed no intelligence, eic«pt for 
sounds. He coulu not speak a word, but 
ho could repeat any sound which he heard. 
Merely by the aid of sound he could re- 
peat Greek, Latin, Gennau and Englinh • 
texrs, however long after he had heard 
them recited, could play on the piano 
from memory any piece, however difficult 
to follow, and had learned by memory 500 
pieces of music. 


Among cases of extraordinary memory 


in idiots Morel cites a cretin who remem- 
bered the date of the funerals of all the 
persons who had died in his parish within 
B5 years, with the names of those who had 
taken part in these funerals. 
Morel also 


cites the case of an idiot who could not 
count up to 20, but who knew the names 
of all the saints in the calendar with dates 
of their respective feasts. 


As to the imitative faculty the most 


curious cases arc cited. At the asylum of 
Earhvood there was an idiot who con- 
structed a perfect model of a ship with all 
its more minute details. 
Geoffry Mind, a 


cretin who died in 1814, drew cats with so 
much skill that his drawings are preserved 
in all the leading museums of Europe. 
Gideon Buston, the famous lightning cal- 
culator, who died in 1703, was stupid, and 
Zerah Colburn, exhibited at the age of 6 
as a lightning calculator, could never learn 
anything. He had six toes and many 
characteristics of degeneracy. Dasali -WHS 
absolutely a fool, and yet he could multi- 
ply mentally numbers of eight and ten 
figures.—Lombroso in Monist,

James oorey of this city worked ull 
Monday night on the wreck at the York 
Harbor k Beach railroad bridge over 
the York liver at York Harbor.

succeeded in clearing np a lan*e open- 
ing in tho diaw by pulling the freight 
Cir that stood on its end, into the river 
and released the drawbridge, which wili 
be repaired end placed in position as 
soon as possible. 


The passenger car is still at the hot 


torn of the nver and is completely 
wrecked. The gloss in the windows are 


i smashed, the trucks are tern oil" and 
one side is partially splintered. 


If the draw tender couid have had 


but two minutes more, before the cars 
reached the bridge, the worst part of 
the accident would have been averted. 
ELe had closed the draw within two 
or three feot when the car rushed upon 
it. The enormous weight broke down 
the drawbridge before the moving enfl 
swung into position and with a terrific 
crash of breaking timbers and iron 
tho passenger car plunged" into the 
channel. Tho freight car followed and 
wedged the drawbridge j against the 
York end of of the bridge. A second 
freight car also came near going, too, 
but the trucks dropped off and the ;end 
ft! 1 on the bulge. This brace of the 
trackless car served as the first check 
and stopped the two cars following from 
going further. 
All of the cars were 


heavily loaded with general merchan- 
dize, tbe most of which was intended 
for the hotels. 


The car was pulled back onto the 


bridge lata Monday afternoon. It was 
hauled back by khe engine that headed 
the ill-fated train in the morning. The 
work was watched by an enormous 
crowd, 
many from 
this city 
be- 


ing present. 
The electric cars wore 


crowded all the afternoon. 


The spot where the cars broke away 


is about six or seven hundred yards 
from the draw of the bridge where, the 
cars went in. They increased their mo- 
mentum every minute on the down 
grade and before they reached the 
bridge had attained considerable speed.
